The liner was 
expected to get away late this after- 
noon. 

Count and Countess von Bernstorff 


_ retired to their cabin immediately upon 


reaching the ship and the former sent 
out word by Dudley Field Malone, Col- 
lector of the Port, that he had nothing 
vo say but “good-by’’ to a host of wait- 
ing newspaper men and therefore hoped 
they would excuse him. To photogra- 
phers he sent word that hethought 
everybody in the United States knew 
what he lookéd like and thérefore he 
saw no necessity for having his picture 
taken again. 
Some of His Views. 

Prior to his arrival at Hoboken, how- 
ever, the former Ambassador outlined 
on Various occasions to a representative 
of the Associated Press his personal 
views regarding the war in Europe, the 
possibility of the United States being 
drawn frito it; ana the doubts he held 
regarding his reaching home safely 

“You ask me,’’ said Count von Bern- 
storff, ih reply to a question, “about 
my trip. Will I get home all right? 
Of course, 
we will get.through the British and 
French blockade and there should be 
no danger from our own submarines. 
I guess they will know we are com- 
ing and will let us alone even if they 
Should happen to see us. 

“However, whether I get home or not 
does not really make much difference. I 
have had my fun; I have had my play 
at politics; I have enjoyed myself and 
Iam no longer as young as I once was. 
The only danger so far as I can see that 
is attached to this trip is that we may 
strike a mine. You know, they float 
all around the sea, and we may strike 
one. You never can tell about that. 

“But if we do hit a mine and go down, 
I am ready to go, too. After all, what [ 
difference will it make? If it has to come 
it will come, that’s all. 

“The future? That is so indefinite, 


to do, and anti they won't. 

“It is quite probable that my official 
career is finished. I may retire for good. 
I have been turned oyt by your Govern- 
ment for something over which/I had 
no control and no blame attached*to me 
personally. Perhaps this is.a godd time 
to step down. ‘However, I ani.a German 
aes my plans may be changed by the 
wishes of my Government.” 

Thinks War May Be Averted.

BARNES, GIVEN 40 YEARS FOR 
MURDER, ON TRIAL FOR BURGLARY 


Aecused of Rebbing Home of Man for 
Whose Death Later He Has 
Been Convicted. 

In Judge Rassieur’s court this morning 
began the trial, for alleged burglary, of 
Elmar Barnes, who was convicted two 
weeks ago of the murder of Aaron 
Johnson, a motorman, and sentenced to 
# years in the Penitentiary. It was 
Johnson’s house, at 3732 Maffit avenue. 
which Barnes is ateused of robbing, and 
Johnson’s testimony in this against 
Barnes at his preliminary hearing last 
July, was alleged to be the motive for 

the murder. 

On the night of June % last, Johnson 
found a man in the kitchen of his home 
fand, after a chase of several blocks, 
succeeded in turning the fugitive over to 
a policeman.

They hold 
that a radical measure giving no time 
for adjustment would cost the amend- 
ment thousands of votes, because it 
would so seriously injure the property 
of those engaged in the liquor bustness.

Mayor’s Son Eloped With Sten- 
ographer in March, 1914, 
When 17 Years Old. 


Suit for divorce was filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court today by Mrs. Corinne Roul- 
ston Kiel against Clarence V. Kiel, son 
of Mayor Kiel, who is only 2 years old. 
They eloped to Omaha, Neb., and were 
married, March 2, 1914. He is known 
to his friends as ‘““Honey Boy.” 

His de was Miss Corinne P, Rou: 
ston, a stenographer of 722 Carpenter 
place. She and young Kiel were for- 
given by their parents when “they re- 
turned to St. Louis a few days after 
the weddirg. 

The divorce petition alleges that at 
11:30 p. m. Jan. 13 last, Kiel packed his 
suit case and left their home, leaving 
his wife and baby alone. He did not re- 
turn, his wife alleges. 

Other allegations are that Je used 
violent profane language toward her, 
made accusations attacking her char- 
acter; all of which were untrue, and re- 
fused to pay his bills or provide for her 
and their child. 

She alleges that Dec. 10 last, young 
Kiel came home at 4 a. m., with pow- 
der all over his clothes and that when 
she questioned him he boasted that he 
had been out with other women. «He 
then told her it was none of her busi- 
ness how he conducted himself, she al- 
leges. 

The petition sets forth that Kiel was 
addicted to gambling and often stayed 
out until 3 a m. playing cards and 
would then come home and abuse his 
wife because she would not advance 
him money to cover his losses. On 
Jan. 9,-it is alleged, he placed bets on 
horse races and then loaféd and played 
cards in a saloon conducted by a rela- 
tive of ‘his.

JUSTICE FINES ATTORNEY 
FOR CONTEMPT—REMITS IT 


East St, Louisan Says He Told Justice 
He Was “Not Big Enough to 
Put Him in Jail.” 

A controversy yesterday between Jus- 
tice of the Peace Townsend of Bast 
St. Louis and John F. Seymour, an-at- 
torney, in Townsend’s courtroom, result- 
ed in Seymour. being. fined $ for con- 
tempt of court. The fine was remitted 
immediately. 

Seymour told a reporter that he pro- 
tested against the action of Townsend 
in continuing a case before the hour for 
trial.

The Justice then ordered 
a policeman to arrest him, but the p>- 
liceman declined to do so without a 
writ, the attorney said. 

The Justice would only say that he 
“was keeping his mouth shut about it 
and thought Seymour ought to do the 
same."”

MYSTERY OF COMPANY 
SUING GARDNER SOLVED 


Stage Hand Incorporated Firm 
to Present $1140 Bill-Posting 
Bill to Governor. 


Since the sudden bobbing up last Sat- 
urday of a threatened suit against Gov. 
Gardner for $1140, the alleged balance 
on a $2640 dill for posting his campaign 
literature on billboards, there has been 
considerable speculation as to the iden- 
tity of the ‘“‘Donovan Bill Posting Co.,”’ 


which has presented. the claim. wished 


The company’s name does not appear 
in the city or telephone directories, aad 
Forest P. Tralles, attorney representing 
the ‘‘Donovan Bill Posting Co.,” ad 
mitted that he did not know where the 
“company” could be located. All he 
knew was that a William Donovan was 
the president. 

After several days’ inquiry a Post- 
Dispatch reporter has learned that the 
“Donovan Bill Posting Co.” is none other 
thun William (“Red’’) Donovan himself, 
Stagehand and twice-a-day scene shifter 
at the Standard’ Theater, a burlesque 
house owned by the Ed Butler estate. 

It developed that ‘‘Red’’ had sought 
to give a formal tinge-to the presenta- 
tion of his $1140 bill to the Governor, and 
he hastily incorporated himself into the 
“Donovan Bill Posting Co.” He consult-’ 
ed an attorney, and the lawyer wrote 
to Gov. Gardner for the money. 

But since Saturday, when the “Dono- 
van Bill Posting Co.” toppled into pub- 
lic print, the scenery at the Standard 
Theater has not felt the gentle hand of 
“Red.” Neither has “Red” visited the 
Theatrical Mechanics’ Club, where he is 
a steward. In fact, Attorney Tralles 
has been disappointed at “Red’s” failure 
to put in an appearance. 

Tralles said that “President Donovan’’ 
contracted with some of the Gardnor 
campaigners to do the work of posting 
the Gardner campaign literature in St. 
Louis, and did it at a cost of $2640. The 
lawyer didn’t know whether Donovan's 
contract was verbal or written. 

Donovan, when he first’ called on 
Tralles, told the attorney that $1500 had 
been paid on the account by Ben Brink- 
man, a personal friend of the Governor, 
through the Lafayette-South Side Bank, 
of which Brihkman is vice president. 
Brinkman is fn Florida. 

Now arises the question of who or- 
dered ‘“‘Red’’ to post the bills. The Gov- 
ernor says he didn’t, and that he won't’ 
pay the bill. Several of those who com- 
posed the Gardner Campaign Commit- 
tee, and for whom Donovan’s attorney 
says the work was done, say they know 
nothing about the contract:' Omar D. 
Gray,’a Sturgeon (Mo.) newspaper own- 
er, who was secretary of the committee 
and who paid all advertising bills, tn- 
sists he didn’t authorize the posting. 

Fred L. English, a lawyer and mem- 
ber of the campaign committee, remem- 
bers that he wrote the ‘“‘copy’’ for the 
posters. ee Nek us t know where ‘“‘Red’’ 
came from, ‘or who sent hint, but he 
does recall ‘that “Ried” took the “copy” 
and that later he saw the posters post- 
ed on billboards about town. 

Gov. Gardner, after his election, filed 
a statement of his campaign expensés 
showing that he had spent $3800, hich

“Are rot the principles of international 
mw being violated every hour by the 
British? Even your Government, in a 
rrost excellent note, has declared the 
British blockade of Germany to be ille- 
gal and indefensible. 

“T said maybe it was possible for war 
to be averted, didn’t I? Of course, you 
must understznd that is conditions! 
upon Germany being able to bring the 
entente to its knees before anythinz 
happens to involve the United States. 
The submarine campaign is bound to in- 
crease in intensity as the weather gets 
warmer.” 

The former Ambassador was aske. 
whether he thought the warning con- 
tained in the German note announcing 
the new submarine policy, which wa; 
oirectly resporsible for the severance 0” 
diplomatic relations, would serve to keep 
Americans out of the danger zones. H: 
replied hopefully: 

“If it only does, everything will be 
all right. If no Americans are killed 
there will be no war. I hope that war 
can be averted. 

“Will I ever come back to the United 
States? I cannot say about that. Cer- 
tainly I shall never be Ambassador here 
again. That has never_been done in the 
history of diplomacy. But I may come 
back to attend a peace conference. 

“I don’t know whether I flatter my- 
self, but I do belleve I am not disliked 
by people here. Certainly I have done 
everything within the power of mortal 
man to keep what has happened from 
happening. But there were some things 
I could not do. 
“During the last days of my stay I 
have received hundreds upon hundreds 
of letters from people all over this coun- 
try. In all of them the writers have 
expressed their good wishes. There has 
not been one bad letter in the entire lot. 
Isn’t that fine?’ 
The Ambassador smiled broadly. These 
letters, he said, had soothed his feelings 
at being ‘‘turned out,’’ as he put it, as 
nothing else could. ; 

Special Train Carries Party. 
The special train carrying Count von 
Bernstorff end his suite arrived 
at the railroad terminal here from 
Washington, at 6:56 a. m. The train 
was surrounded immediately by Hobo- 
ken police and Government secret serv- 
ice men and no’ one, was permitted to 
approach’ without credentials. Count 
4 von Bernstorff and the members of his 
party remained in their staterooms half 
an hour after the train stopped, about 
two blocks from the dock of the Scandi- 
navian-American line steamship Fred- 
erik VIII, on which they are expected 
to sail for Copenhagen at 4 o'clock this 


} afternoon. 


Then the Count and Vsuidiinds surprised 
the group of newspaper men, photogra- 
‘phers and moving picture operators who 
} were permitted to pass the police lines 
by’ appearing on the rear platform of 
their car. 

Tho former Ambassador smilingly ac- 
knowledged the greetings of several 
persons he knew and for five minutes 
posed good-naturedly for the camera 
man.

interview. “I am sorry,” he sald, “but 
I have nothing to say.

Collector Malone announced the de- 
parture of the ship had been deferred 
two hours, or u 4 o'clock.

ship. No effort was made to transfe* 
all the members of the party at the 
same time. 

The train made no stops betweer 
Washington and Hoboken except pause’ 
necessary for switching from the tracks 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, first to 
the Erie Railroad at New Jersey Junc- 
tion, outside of Newark, and _ thence 
over the Short Line Railroad to Hudson 
and Fourteenth streets, Hoboken. The 
19 city blocks between the Erie yard a> 
Weehawker. and the end of the journey 
here were picketed with police guards. 


Count’s Ship Guarded. 
The route from the train to the pier 


lay between lines of policemen and de- 
tectives and a force of 150 inspectors 
from the neutrality squad of the Col- 
lector of the Port was on duty at the 
pier. A New York police boat pushed 
its way up and down among the ice 
floes in the Hudson River in, front of 
the Scandinavian-American docks and 
two smaller police launches guarded the 
north and south sides of the pier. 


Collector Malone of the Port of New 
York; with 10 officials from the Custom 
House, spent the night on the Frederik 
VIII, ready to receive the former Am- 
bassador when he came aboard. 

In addition to the Count and the 
Countess von Bernstorff, the Frederik 
VIII will carry high officials of the Ger- 
man embassy and a number of consular 
officers from different parts of the 
country who have availed themselves of 
this opportunity to get safely home. 

The liner will carry 400 passengers in 
her first and 250 in her second-class cab- 
ins, the largest number she ever booked. 
Among them is the Baroness Zwiedinek, 
wife of Baron Erich Zwiedinek, who was 
designated Charge d’Affaires of the 
Austrian embassy after the dismissal of 
Ambassador Dumba. Another passenger 
is Wolf von Igel, who was arrested in 
connection with alleged plots to blow up 
the Welland Canal and was permitted to 
leave the country, although under $20,990 
bail on pending indictments. 


After the Count and his party had 
boarded the ship Collector Malone and 
his guards lined up behind a wooden 
fence at the street end of the pier and 
prevented persons other than passengers 
from passing. 

“This barrier has been established as 
a result of instructions from Washing- 
ton ‘that no one be permitted on the 
pier, not even rélatives and friends of 
the passengers, unless they have ob- 
tained proper credentials,’’ the Collector 
said. ‘“‘Relatives without such creden- 
tials will have to say their good-bys 
over the barrier.’’ 

Youth Tries to Approach Count. 

The police attached little importance 
to an incident which occurred when the 
Ambassador stepped from the automc- 
bile to the pier. A young man tried to 
approach the party and was seized by 
detectives, who hurried him to Police 
Headquarters. He said he was Alfred 
Hopkins, 19 years old, of New York 
City, and had been given a letter by a 
man in that city who instructed him to 
hand it to the Ambassador. A letter 
was found on him, together with a hor- 
oscope and writings of astrology and as- 
tronomy. The police took possession of 
these and telephoned for Hopkins’ rela- 
tives to come to Hoboken. The prisoner 
refused to tell the name of the man 
who gave him the letter. He said that 
his sole object in coming here was to 
deliver the letter.

Bernstorff, for eight years German Am- 

bassador here, until diplomatic rela- 

tions between this country and Germany 
were severed 10 days ago, left Wash- 

ington with his entourage at 12:10 a. m

There were 60 members of the party 
accompanying the former Ambassador, 
including his wife, the Countess von 
Bernstorff, members of the staff of 
the Germany Embassy, clerks, attaches, 
servants and German Consuls from va 
rious parts of the United States. 

Count von Bernstorff spent the day 
saying farewell to a Jong stream of cal!l- 
ers at the embassy, received the news- 
paper men in a final conference in his 
famous ‘‘Red Parlor’ at 7 o'clock, and 
went to the Union Station at 10 o’clock, 
where, for nearly an hour, he held ar, 
informal levee, saying good-by to dip- 
lomats, mainly from the embassy and 
legation staffs of the other Central 
Power establishments in Washington. 
among them the entire staffs of the 
Austrian, Turkish and Bulgarian diplo- 
matic representatives. 

In a farewelkstatement which he gave 
to the newspaper men he received at his 
house, Count von Bernstorff expressed 
the hope that war between the United 
States and Germany might be averted 
and that friendly relations soon be re- 
established. He said: 

‘In leaving the United States after a 
stay of eight years, I wish to extend to 
my many personal friends my heartfelt 
thanks for the great kindness and cor- 
dial hospitality they have shown me. 

“My heart .is full of gratitude to 
those whose personal feelings never 
wavered during the trying years of the 
war. In the last day I have received 
s0 many cordia] farewell messages that 
it was impossible to send thanks fur 
them individually. 

“Countess von Bernstorff joins me in 
this expression of our deepest personal 
gratitude. 

“T hope that a war may be averted and 
that old friendly relations between the 
United States and Germany may seon 
be_restored.’’ 


Hundred Officials and Inspectors 
Await Frederik VIII at Halifax. 


HALIFAX, N. 8., Feb. 14.—One hun- 
dred Government officials: and inspec- 
tors arrived here today from Ottawa to 
take part in, the examination of the 
Ssteamér Frederik VIII, which will stop 
at this port on her way to Copenhagen 
with Count von Bernstorff and his suito.

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FRENCH LINER OFF 
FOR BORDEAUA: 90 
AMERICANS ABOARD 


Espagne Carries 110 Passengers 
and Has Defense Gun 
Mounted Astern. 


NEW YORK® Feb. 14—The French 
line steamship Espagne, with 110 p1s- 
sengers, of whom 66 are Americans, 
sailed from here with a cargo today, 
for Bordeaux. Fifty of the Americans 
have volunteered for ambulance service 
at the French front. 

The liner. carries a 
mounted astern. 

The Cunard lire steamship Carmania, 
which teft here Feb. 4 with passengers 
anc eargo for Liverpool, -has arrived 
safely, according to cable information 
to the line here today. The date of her 
arrival was not given. 

The Dutch steamship Ryndam re- 
turned to this port today. The Ryndam, 
a Holland-American liner, came back 
after a 6000-mile voyage because her 
captain, William Kohl, changed his 
mind about continuing after receiving 
wireless information from the Govefn- 
ment station at Arlington, Va,, about 
Germany’s renewed submarine activi- 
ties. Two days after the Ryndam left 
here on Jan. 2, with 2% Americans 
among her passengers, came the wire- 
less from Arlington. Nevertheless the 
vessel continued until on Feb. 5 she 
was within 140 miles of the submarine 
zone. Then Capt. Kohl decided to turn 
back. 

“There was only one thing ‘for a re- 
sponsible man ‘to do,” he said. ‘And 
that was to take every prétaution to 
save the lives and property entrusted 
to his care.”’ 

He denied that he had received a 
wireless warning from a German sub- 
marine to turn back. 

Freight Piles Up on Docks, 

Steel for export is piling up on the 
piers, and it is estimated that more than 
$1,000,000 worth of freight is here await- 
ing shipment. Shippers say that the 
British Governmont is preparing to send 
tank steamers to take over large quan- 
tities of oil and gasoline which have 
been coming here since the Standard Oil 
Co. refused to send out its own ships, 

The White Star line steamship Adri- 
atic, the first New York passenger ves- 
sel to leave New York after Germany’s 
unrestricted submarine warfare began, 
has arrived safely at Liverpool, accord- 
ing to a cablegram received here today 
by the International Mercantile Ma- 
rine. The ship reached its destination 
Monday morning, the message said. 

One man said to be an American citi- 
gen, W. G. Uridge of San Francisco, was 
among the 4 passengers. The ship's 
cargo was valued at several million dol- 
lars. The vessel sailed Feb, 3 and was 
armed with a six-inch naval gun. 

Spanish Line Traffic Heavy. 

The Spanish Line, the only neutral 
passenger service operating between 
this country and Europe, is swamped 
with business, officials said today. Its 
vessels do not have to enter the subma- 
rine zone.

REVOLUTION SPLITS PERSIA 


New Goverunient in Part of Country 
Under Turkish-German Influence, 


WASHINGTON; Feb. 14.—Belated 
dispatches received here from Te- 
heran told how Persia’s Government 
has been split in two by revolution. 
The Democratic members ‘of the 
Persian Congress, who fled from Te- 
heran in November, 1915, have set 
up a new Government covering the 
whole southwestern part of the 
country -bordering on Turkey and 
under the influence of Turkish and 
German military forces. 

This revolutionary Government, 
which has made its capital at Ker- 
manshah, already’ has borrowed §$2,- 
000,000 and is coining its own silver. 
Though acknowledging perfunctory 
allegiance to Shah Ahmed Kadjar of 
Persia, the administration acts in- 
dependently of the regular Govern- 
ment and controls the provinces of 
Harmadan, Kermanshah, Kurdestan, 
Gharouse and Luriston.

LONDON, Feb. 14.——The following 
semi-official statement ‘from Vienna 
regarding the relations of Austria 
Hungary and the United States ap- 
peared in ‘the General Anzeiger of 
Duesseldorf: 

“Negotiations have been taking 
place between Count Czernin (Austro- 
Hungarian minister of foreign af- 
fairs), and Frederic C. Penfield (the 
American Ambassador at Vienna), 


since the rupture of relations. be- 


tween the United States and Ger- 
many, on the question of the future 
relations between the United States 
and Austria-Hungary, in view of the 
fact that Austria-Hungary associa- 
ted herself with Germany's declara- 
tion of intensified submarine war- 
fare. 

“On the American side a desire has 
been shown to avoid a rupture with 
Austria-Hungary, because Washing- 
ton shrinks from severing all rela- 
tions with the Central Powers, Ber- 
lin, too, would prefer that this last 
bridge was left unbroken, 

“The opinion prevails in Vienna and 
Berlin that the decision to embark upon 
an intensified submarine warfare did 
not constitute an action which should 
have forced the United States to such 
a policy as has been chosen by Wash- 
ington towards Germany. * * * The 
central Powers have no intention of 
canceling the new submarine warfare. 
especially in view of the possibility of 
establishing under present methods of 
submarine fighting whether there are 
any Americans cn board torpedoed ves- 
sels. No concessions could oe made ts 
the United States which would render 
negative the nature of the new subdma- 
rine warfare, not even for the sake of 
the highly valued friendship of the 
United States. 

‘It therefore remains with America to 
find means which wWhl permit the main- 
tenance of normal relations, according 
to the American eonception, vetween 
America. and the dual monarchy even 
with the continuance of intensified sub- 
marine warfare. 

“The negotiations between the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Foreign Office end the 
American Ambassador have up to now 
led to no result, but a negative or posi- 
tive settlement may be reached in a 
few days.. Count Tarnowski (Austro_ 
Hungarian Ambassador to the United 
States) has not yet presented his cre- 
éentials, but has aiready had a conver- 
sation” with Secretary of State Lan- 
sing.”’ 


HOUSE UF LORDS TOLD THAT 
U-BOAT MENACE. IS. BEING MET 


Speakers for Goverument Decline, 
However, to Specify Means in 
Use Against Submarine. 
LONDON, Feb. 14.—The British pub- 
lic has indulged in the idea that 
the meeting of Parliament would throw 
light on the problem of how the navy 


is dealing with Germany’s - intensified 


submarine warfare, 

Admiral Lord Beresford raised the 
question in the House of Lords yester- 
day. He appealed to the Government 
for more open treatment of the public. 
The Earl of Lytton, Civil Lord of the 
Admiralty, and the Harl of Curzon, 
Lord President of the Gouncil, replied to 
the effect that certain routes for neu- 
tral commerce were being kept free, and 
that the situation was less aggravated 
than might be supposed. They declined, 
however, to divulge whether the im- 
proved condition was due to a better 
means for ships escaping the attacks 
of submarines, or to the actual de- 
struction of submarines. 

Both Lord Lytton and Lord Curzon 
spoke with great confidence and inti- 
mated in a general way that extensive 
measures had been adopted to deal wita 
the situation. 

Apparently the means the Government 
is relying on are a great multiplication 
of destroyers and the arming of mer- 
chantmen. Lord Curzon gave figures 
showing the loss of mercantile tonnage 
as being only between 5 and 6 per cent, 
as compared with the month preceding 
the outbreak of the war, this probably 
implying that the loss by submarines 
and mines has been largely compensat- 
ed by new construction. 
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German Foreign Minister Says it 
Was First to Bar All Ships 
From District. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14—The following

This measure was taken by the British 
several days earlies than the corre- 
sponding German measure which {fs so 
much discussed in the United States. 

“The German measure, to a consid- 
erable degree, was an answer to the 
British measure. and practically applied 


the same principles and the same means. 


as the British measure.”

The association is continuing its activ- 
ities as usual and American firms jom- 
iciled in Germany are also carrying on 
their businesses. Only three or fou 
members of the American dentists’ rol- 
ony in Berlin, which is quite numerous, 
have left Germany, and the remaiping 
Americans in the German capital are 
apparently settling down to their usual 
routine after the flurry following the 
breach of relations with the United 
States.

RUSSIAN POSITIONS TAKEN 


Teutons Capture Ground in Ru- 
mania With 1200 Prisoners 
and Three Machine Guns. 


BERLIN, Feb. 14, by wireless to Say- 
yille.—British troops in strength con- 
tinued yesterday their attacks against 
the German position on the north bank 
of the River Ancre, in France. The Brit- 
ish attacks south of the town of Serre 
were repulsed after hand-to-hand fight- 
ing, according to the official announce- 
ment issued today by German army 
headquarters. 

Several Russian positions in the Meste 
Canesti sector of Rumania were stormed 
yesterday by Teutonic troops, under 
command of Arch Duke Joseph, the 
official statement also says. The cap- 
tured ground was held despite violent 
counter attacks. More than 1200 Rus- 
sians were taken prisoner and the booty 
captured by the Austro-Germans in- 
cluded three cannon and 12 machine 


guns.

Troops Being Moved for 
Spring Campaign. 

CIPENHAGEN, Feb. 14.—Troop move- 
ments in Germany preliminary to the 
spring campaign are in full swing. The 
movements of the troop trains and the 
requirements in cars for the transpor- 
tation of rcziments to the places select- 
ed for the new concentrations are re- 
eponsible for more than the coal short- 
age, for there are also great restric- 
tions upon ordinary traffic. 

German newspapers say that, on Feb. 
20, new and still further restrictions on 
train schedules will be issued, and, ac- 
cording to rurnors current in Berlin tast 
week, before the Associated Press corre- 
spondent left there, an entire suspension 
of passenger traffic was contemplated 
for a period of maximum intensity in 
troop transfers. 

These and other signs would indicate 
that the German leaders expect the 
opening of the 1917 campaign quite as 
early as in the previous year, which 
began at Verdun Feb. 20. 

The start of the ruthless submarine 
campaign at the particular date sélect- 
ed was connected with the expected 
egriy inauguration of the spring cam- 
paign, so a German military man told 
the Associated Press correspondent dur- 
ing a discussion of the difficulties with 
the United States. 

He said that the start of the subma- 
rine campaign had not been expected 
60 soon, but that for naval reasons the 
date had been advanced—‘“‘naval reas- 
ons’ probably meaning plans to inter- 
fere with the expected transfer of en- 
tente troops across the narrow seas and 
to confuse, if possible, the entente Plan 
of action.

PARIS, Feb. 14~A submarine at- 
tacked the French coast at the mouth 
of Adour River, in the extreme south- 
western section, Monday, but did no 
great damage.

“An enemy submarine emerged at 5 
eclock yesterday afternoon at the 
mouth of the Adour River and fired six 
shots at the coast. The land batteries 
immediately replied. At the first shot 
the submarine dived quickly.

SAYS “KATY” SHOULD SPEND 
$65,000,000 FOR REHABILITATION 


Report on Survey of Railroad Recom- 
mends Improvements for Next 
Eight Years. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas (Katy) 
Railroad should spend $65,000,000 in re- 
habilitation and improvements during 
the next eight years, according to a re- 
port made today by J. W. Kendrick of 
Chicago, who has just completed a sur- 
vey of the lines. He recommended that 
$4,500,000 could and should be saved an- 

nually through improvements. 

Kendrick was employed by New York 
bankers to make the survey. The budg- 
et prepared by Receiver Schaff and ap- 
proved by Kendrick provides $12,600,000 
for track replacement, drainage, bal- 
last, protection of road bed and bridges; 
$14,000,000 for grade revisions and exten- 
sions. The report says that all South- 
western Yailroads have carried compe- 
tition too far in fast freight and pas- 
senger service. 

Kendrick estimated that the gross 
earnings of the system in 1920 will be 
$39,000,000—which is $6,000,000 more than 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916. 
The operating expenses for 1920, he esti- 
mated, should be about $25,000,000, tha 
same as last yeat. 


A bill of equity and judgment on sec- 
ond mortgage bonds amounting to $20,- 
000,000, filed at Dallas, Tex., yesterday, 
is the first foreclosure proceeding insti- 
tuted by creditors since the system was 
put into receivership about two years 
ago. It has for its object the final 
straightening out of the railroad’'s finan- 
cial affairs.

Two Troops of Cavalry Dis- 
patched to Try to Rescue 
Americans Taken From 
Ranch.

Asked if he would follow a “hot 
trail” across the border, Lieut. Col. 
Waterman said he was under orders 
from his superior officers and would 
await developments before acting. 


Fate of 3 Mormon Cowboys, Caug*t 
by Mexicans, in Doubt. 

El, PASO, Tex., Feb. 14.—Interest in 
yesterday’s raid by armed Mexicans oa 
“The Corner’’ ranch, below Hachita, 
N. M., is divided today between the fate 
of the three Mormon captives taken by 
the raiders, and the possibility of mili- 
tary action by United States troops. 

A. Peterson, whose son Andrew was 
among the captives, has asked the army 
authorities to take action. Young Peter- 
son was sent with other Mormon cow- 
boys to collect stray cattle along the 
border when the bandits captured then. 
Later seven Mexican ranch hands seized 
109 horses and mulés and $1500 worth of 
supplies from the ranch. 

The Mexicans cut the International 
fence to ‘make their raid. They were 
led, according to reports here, by Pru- 
dencio Miranda, a _  semi-indepen leit 
leader allied with Villa. 

“The Corner’’ ranch is in an ingle 
formed by the international boundar:. 
which runs south from a point half way 
between Columbus and Hachita, then 
turns at right angles westward. ‘!t is 
about sixty miles southwest of Co'um- 
bus and an equal distance from Hachita. 
The country between Hachita and the 
international line is isolated, rough and 
barren and crossed with many arrcyas. 

Eugene Romney, a relative of one cf 
the missing Mormon cowboys, said tv: 
day the raiders crossed into the United 
States Monday afternoon. The raide-s 
rode to the Corner ranch, 60 miles south- 
east of Hachita, ordered all the Mexi- 
<ans cmployed there to join their band, 
to.Kk cattle and horses and then went 
in search of the three Mcrmon cowboys. 
who were rounding up cattle, Romney 
said. 

Romney said he obtained his informe- 
tion from Lem Spillsbury, the Mormcn 
scout, Spillsbury has a ranch a shor: 
distance from the Corner ranch, which 
is owned by the Palomas Land and 
Cattle Co., an American company.

WONT RECOGNIZE 
REBEL AS RULER 


Secretary Lansing Sends Warn- 
ing, Following News of 
Spread of Revolt. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Secretary 
Lansing sent to the Cuban people to- 
day a warning that any Government 
that might be established by revolt 
could not be recognized by the United 
States. 

In some diplomatic quarters there is 


a belief that strong foreign pressure 
has been felt in the island republic and 


that Germany, because of her break 
with the United States, would be most 
likely to figure in such a move. If offi- 
clals have any evidence that there 15 
truth in these suspicions, however, they 
have not revealed it. 

Intervention if Necessary. 

Confronted by what appears to be 2 
carefully prepared Liberal rebellion, the 
administration has been forced to con- 
sider what steps could be taken. Inter- 
vention by the United States % con- 
templated with reluctance, but the inti- 
mation has been conveyed to President 
Menocal and to the leaders of the up- 
rising that such a step may be takeh 
if it becomes necessary. 

The message to the Cuban people was 
sent to Minister Gonzales, and to ail 
American Consuls with instructions 
that it be given widest publicity. Et 
is carefully worded, but calculated to 
impress upou the public the seriousness 
of the situation and the profound disfa- 
vor that such a revolution would find in 
Washington. 

President Menocal has assured the 
diplomats at his capital that he has no 
doubt of his ability to confine the re- 
bellion to a small area and that it 
can last only,a few days. He also has 
expressed to them hiz conviction that 
the special election, being held today 
in Santa Clara Province, will be ac- 
cepted by the people as the solutiun 
of the electoral deadlock which brought 
about the revolt. 

Minister Gonzdles in messages to thee 
State Department has confirmed the re- 
tort that a part of the garrisons in Cam- 
aguey has joined in the revolt and 
that grave fear is felt that the admin- 
istration may not be able to suppress 
the movement. Numerous arrests of 
those charged with complicity have been 
made, 

Rifles Requested Months Ago. 

The United States’ granting of the re- 
quest to the Cuban Government to buy 
10,000 rifles and 5,000,000 cartridges, it 
was said today, was not connected with 
the present uprising in the island. The 
request was made many months ago. 

Dr. Jorge Henriquez, who was expect- 
ed to appeal to Secretary Lansing for 
intervention in behalf of Lieut. Castel- 
lanos of the palace guard, reported to 
have heen condemnéd to death, did 
not arrive at the State Department to- 
day and the reported receipt of an ap- 
peal by the Lieutenant’s mother was de- 
nied. 

The character of the message sent to 
the Cuban people was practically the 
same as that enunciated by President 
Wilson at the overthrow of the Madero 
Government in Mexico. It was pointed 
out that the policy of the American Gov- 
ernment announced then, not to recog- 
nize as legal any Government which 
came into power by violence, was un- 
changed. 

Text of Message to Cubans. 

The text of the message follows: 
“The Government of the United States 
has received with the greatest apprehen- 
sion the reports which have come to it 
to the effect that there exists organized 
1evolt against the Government in Cuba. 
in several provinces and that several 
towns have been seized by the insurrec- 
tionists. 

“Reports such as these, of insurrec- 
tion against the constituted Government, 
cannot be considered except as of the 
most serious nature, since the Govern- 
ment of the United States has given its 
confidence and support only to Govern- 
ments established through legal and 
constitutional methods. 

‘‘During the past four years the Gov-

VOTE 
IS CANVASSED 
BY SONGRESS 


Wilson Formaily Declared to 
Be Elected President Over 
Hughes, 277 to 254. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. U%4.—Presideat 
Wilson was formally and officially de- 
clared re-elected today when Congress, 
in joint session, as provided by the Con- 
Stitution, canvassed the electoral vote 
of the states. 

As presented and certified the ofiicial 
returns give Wilson and Marshall 2/7 
electoral votes; Hughes and Fairbanks, 
254. 

The canvassing of the vote today, as 
always, was conducted with much cere- 
mony. 

Senate Goes to House Chamber. 

The Senate took a recess, and, pre- 
ceded by two page boys bearing the of- 
ficial returns, marched over to the 
mouse chamber, where Vice President 
Marshall presided, sitting beside Speak- 
er Clark. 

The Vice President announced that, ni 
obedience to the Constitution and Inws, 
the Senate and House were in joint ses- 
sion for ascertaining and counting the 
electoral votes in the election for Pres- 
ident and Vice President of the United 
States. He then called upon tellers pre- 
viously selected to come forward and 
SenatorsKern of Indiana and Clapp of 
Minnesota, and Representatives Rucker 
of Missouri and Mapes of Michigan took 
their places at the clerk’s table. 

When tellers were ready, the Vice 
President cautioned the Congress and 
spectators against applause or ‘“‘mani- 
festation of approval or disapproval 
during any stage of the proceedings,”’ 
stating that it was not deemed proper 
nor in accord with the ‘‘decorum which 
should mark so important and solemn 
an occasion.”’ He then opened and 
placed in the hands of the tellers the 
election certificates in alphabetical or- 
der of the states and ordered them to 
examine. count and announce the vote. 
State by state, as they’ should be 
called. 

Report Read Aloud. 

In due course the result was siib- 
mitted to the chair. The report was 
read aloud by tne Vice President, after 
which he declared: ; 

“This announcement of the State vote 
by the President of the Senate pro tem- 
pore shall be deemed a sufficient dec- 
laration of the persons elected Presi- 
dent and Vice President of the United 
States, each for the term beginning 
March 4, 1917, and shall be entered, to- 
gether with a@ list of the votes on the 
journals of the Senate and House of 
Representatives.’”’ 

With this done the joint session was 
dissolved, members of the Senate filed 
out of the chamber and the House re- 
sumed business.

PROTEST TO GERMANY 


Denmark, Norway and Sweden 
Send Identical Notes Against 
Submarine Warfare, 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—Reuter’s Copen- 
hagen correspondent reports that Nor- 
way, Sweden ana Denmark have handed 
to the German ministers identical notes 
protesting against the naval measures 
taken by Germany and Austria-Hungary 
and making all reservations regarding 
the loas of life and the material damage 
resulting. 


The following official sculbinion: 
tion has been issued: 

“On Tuesday, the 13th inst., the 
Danish, Norwegian and Swedish Gov- 
ernments handed to the German Mina- 
isters in their respective capitals 
notes identical in tenor protesting 
against the barring of certain sea 
zones, announced by Germany and 
Austria. The note begins by recalling 
the fact that during the war the 
governments have several times found 
themselves obliged to formulate for- 
mal protests against serious infringe- 
ments of the rights of neutrals 
involved by measures of various bel- 
ligerent Powers. It then emphasizes 
the fact that the Governments, whose 
actions on these various occasions 
were «~S always inspired by the spirit 
of perfect loyalty ‘and impartiality 
confined themselves to defending the 
imprescriptible rights of neutrals. 

“After pointing out that the gov- 
ernments have on previous occasions 
protested against measures of bel- 
ligerents tending to restrict the free 
use of the seas by neutrals, the note 
proceeds to emphasize that the gov- 
ernments on this occasion are all the 
more bound to maintain, in taking 
the same point of view, that the ob- 
stacles placed in the way of neutral 
navigaiion are now more consider- 
able, in both extent and gravity. 

Points Out International Law. 

“The note draws attention to the 
fact that the only rules of internaS 
tional law which might be invoked 
in support of measures having As 
their object the prevention of all com- 
merce and all navigation with the 
enemy are those relating to a naval 
blockade.” 

The note affirms ‘‘that no belligerent 
has the right to prohibit peaceful navi- 
gation through zones the limits of which 
are very distant from enemy coasts, 
which could be blockaded only in legit- 
imate manner. The Governments recall 
the universally recognized law on naval 
blockade—namely, that a neutral ship 
cannot be captured if it is not making 
any attempt to violate the blockade, 
and that ‘in the event of a ship cap- 
tured. it must be brought before a prize 
court in conformity with the generzal 
regulations. 


Protest Against Submarines. 
‘The Governments declare their anx- 


lety in regard to the measures which 
have been announced is aggravate’ 
further by the fact that the zones de- 
clared dangerous will, it appears, be 
watched exclusively by submarines, 
whose activity involves great danger 
for neutrals’ subjects, as has been. 
shown by experience on various occa- 
sions in the course of the war. 
“Finally, the note points out, “the 
measures announced will be all the more 
contrary to the principles of interna- 
tional law, if as the tenor of the com- 
munications of the imperial Govern- 
ments seem to indicate, they are to be 
applied without distinction to all ships 
entering the zones described, and von- 
sequently to those not bound for enemy 
ports, but on the way from one neutral 
port to another. 

“On the ground of the considerations 
set forth above, the Governments for- 
mally protest against the measures 
taken by Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary, and make all reservations with 
regard to the loss of human lives and 
to material damage which may result 
from them.”’

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THAT LEGISLATIVE JOB. 

We commend Gov. Gardner's resolution to “stay 
on the job” in Jefferson City until the Legislature 
adjourns. We hope his optimism with regard to 
the principal measures in his program is justified. 

The bills in his legislative program which the 
Governor says will be adopted are the following: 

1, Prison reform. 

2. Good roads. 

3. Measures providing sufficient revenue to 
supply the present deficiency and maintain the 
State government and.its institutions. 

4. A State tax commission. 

The adoption. of these measures practically in 
the form agreed upon by the Governor and his 
advisory commission would be a substantial 
achievement. It would cover the worst needs of 
the State. 

The Legislature ought to add to this program 
a workingman’s compensation law, reform of the 
judicial code and a law providing for an appointive 
school board in this city. If our school board is 
not made bipartisan by law, the Republicans after 
the next election are likely to have an over- 
whelming majority of the board. In order to re- 
turn to the bipartisan standard it will be neces- 
gary to elect five Democrats to the board next 
spring. Is it likely that the Republicans, who 
control St. Louis and who have violated the bi- 
partisan agreement, will consent to take one can- 
didate and give the Democrats five? If the board 
remains partisan, how long will it take to have 
partisan school appointments and to demoralize 
the public schools? 

The Democratic as well as the Republican 
party is pledged to submit to the people the 
question of revising the constitution. The Leg- 
islative majority cannot ignore this pledge. 

Gov. Gardner says truly that if the measures 
necessary to rehabilitate the State’s finances, mod- 
ernize its business methods and put it on the path 
of progress fail, the administration will be a fail- 
ure. 

The failure of this administration will mark the 
failure and defeat of the Democratic party. 
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MEDICAL TYRANNY. 

A bill has been introduced in both houses of 
the Missouri Legislature which proposes to estab- 
lish a department of child hygiene under the State 
Board of Health. In addition to provisions for 
general sanitation seeking to prevent and control 
diseases of childhood, it contains a joker which 
should invalidate the whole measure unless it is 
eliminated. The joker is a clause which gives the 
Board of Health the right to “supervise and regu- 
late’ medical inspection of all children in the 
public schools. 

The immediate effect of this would be to take

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BERLIN’S DIPLOMATIO EFFRONTERY. 


During Ambassador Gerard’s last days in Berlin }. 


great pressure was brought to bear on him looking 
to a re-ratification of the old Prussian-American 
treaty of 1799 and 1828, an effort still continued 
through other channels. 

Sterling E. Edmunds has shown in the Post- 
Dispatch how certain provisions of the treaty 
of 1785, negotiated by Franklin, Jefferson and 
Adams, were omitted from the 1799 instrument, 
but were revived in the 1828 treaty. As a whole, 
this old covenant, admitted by both Berlin and 
Washington to be in effect up to a few months 
azo, specifies that unusual immunities shall be 
granted the vessels of one power, in the event that 
the other power is at war with some third nation. 

Arms and munitions and other things defined 
as contraband under the common law of nations 
are removed from this classification by the treaty, 
so far as Prussia and the United States are con- 
cerned, and are exempted from “confiscation or 
condemnation” and from other action inflicting 
“a loss of property to individuals.” If one of the 
two powers, being at war, shall detain a merchant 
ship of the other, it shall be the basis of a claim 
for damages. It is even enjoined that the search 
of a merchant ship by naval officers must be 
politely conducted and they are prohibited from 
“molesting” or “insulting” any of those aboard. 

Is there in diplomatic history a more extraor- 
dinary episode than Germany’s attempt to have the 
validity of this treaty now specificafly affirmed? 
Had she made the slightest pretense at observing 
it herself, no trouble would have arisen between 
Washi n and Berlin, and American sympathies 
might line strongly toward her on account of 
entente policies. Had she even respected the 
lesser requirements of the common law of the sea 
—if, foregoing politeness, she had not murdered 
our citizens on the seas—we would not have ex- 
pelled her Ambassador. 

What are we to think of the effrontery of the 
amazing demand that we consider ourselves bound 
under the terms of a treaty by which she refuses 
to be bound? It is as if, having invaded Belgium 
and being sfill in the enjoyment of the military 
fruits of that unparalleled aggression, she should 
now ask stipulations respecting Belgium’s inviola- 
bility from England, which was forced into the 
war by the invasion.

Following an appeal for better social oppor- 
tunities by a lonesome woman, as it appeared in 
a letter to the Post-Dispatch, have come similar 
appeals on behalf of lonesome men.

The Count and many who have sought passage 
with him wilJl have many an hour on the Atlantic 
to reflect on questions of vital concern to civiliza- 
tion. In their persons, safeguarded in accordance 
with ancient usage, there is given to the world a 
profound lesson. in international law: Nobody 
pleads necessity in their case. Mercy as it relates 
to them is not denied on any military pretext. A 
thousand hostile commanders, any one of whom 
might send them to watery graves and boast of 
it, if actuated as the German Admiralty is actu- 
ated, will see them safely home, as honor bound. 

This is the majesty and the grace of the law 
which Germany defies and denies to the world. 
This is the humanizing side even of war against 
which Germany has set its face. This is the good 
faith of nations observant of law, without trust 
in which neither Count von. Bernstorff nor any 
member of his party would vemntire life or prop- 
erty on the sea. Comparing, as they must, the 
ideals by which they benefit and the barbarous 
practices abhorrently in conflict with those ideals, 
what message will they carry to a German Govern- 
ment that in the

We wish Count von Bernstorff and his suite a 
safe journey homeward, with nothing more tem- 
pestuous than their thoughts and no perils ex-

Study of Valuable Fruit in Its Native Home by Specialists 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture Adds to 
Knowledge of Its Origin and Culture.

EW persons who eat the navel or | 
seedless oranges grown in great 
quantities in California know 

that this unusual fruit has been tn 

existence little more than a hundred 
years, or that the valuable and ex- 
tensive Western industry built on its 
culture can be traced to several small 
saplinirs brought to the United States 

from Brazil only 45 years ago. A 

recent study of the fruit made in its 

Brazil, by 

plant specialists of the United States 

Department of Agriculture, who were 

in that country in search of new 

plants, has eliminated much of: the 
mystery that surrounded its introduc- 
tion into the United States and has 
added iruch interesting knowledge in 
regard to its origin and its present 
culture: The results of this study 
have now been published as Depart- 

ment of Agriculture Bulletin 4465. 
All the evidence points to the fact 

that the variety of navel orange now 

so largely grown in this country first 
came into existence at Cabulla, a su- 
burb of Bahia, Brazil, early in the 
nineteenth century, as a sport from 
the Selecta orange. The latter va- 
riety is still grown extensively near 
Bahia and in other parts of Brazil,

It was from the plantation of a Senor 
Teizeira, near Bahia, so far as can be 
determined, that the budded trees were 
obtained through which the navel 
orange wood was introduced into the 
United States. Several trees were g0*- 
ten from this plantation by a Presby- 
terian missionary, the Rev. F. I. é. 
Schneider, and shipped to William 
Saunders, then horticulturist, landscapo 


/ gardener and superintendent of grounds 


of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Mr. Saunders grew the 
trees in the depaftment greenhouses, 
and trees propagated from them were 
distributed to California and Florida. 
The variety proved to be unsuited to 
Florida conditions, but in California It 


|is very productive and highly valued. 


Almost the entire present planting of 
the variety in that State can be traced 
directly back to two of the trees sent 
there by Mr. Saunders in 1873. 

The navel orange in Brazil, unlike its 
descendant in California, grows unde 
warm, moist conditions. Seedlings of 
the bitter or sour orange (citrus auran- 
tium) are employed almost exclusively 
as stocks and the navel orange wood 
is propagated on them by shield bud- 
ding in essentially the same way at 
buds are propagated in the United 
States. The trees ‘are usually planted 
on the tops and sides of low hills. 
About the only cultivation practiced 
consists in clearing the land of weeds 
with a heavy hoe two or three times a 
year. Some of the owners of the larger 
groves are beginning to manure their 
trees. Many insects and diseases ai- 
tack Brazilian oranges, but of these 
only a species of ant is, “in general, 
combated. 


Ripe oranges may be obtained in Ba- 
hia every month in the year, but the 
two principal crops mature in June-July 
and December-January. On an average 
each tree produces about 250 oranges. 
Where the trees receive good care, the 
yield probably will compare favorably 
with that in California.

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FEAT OF RARE GENIUS 


a Large Audience at Apollo 
Club Concert. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 
EORGE BARRERE is general- 
G ly conceded by the public and 
also by the professors of his 
Own instrument to be the foremost 
living flute-player. It may be as- 
serted with confidence that in his 
performance last night at the Odeon, 
on the Apollo Club’s program, he 
carried the art of the flute to such 
amazing heights as to merit the name 
of genius. It would appear that he 
is to most other: flautists as Patti 
was to coloratura singers, pre-emi- 
nent in loveliness of tone quality and 
in exquisite expressiveness. 

Some writers on orchestration have 
condemned the flute as a soulless 
instrument, and contrasted it unfav- 
orably with that queen of tragedy 
among the woodwinds, the clarinet. 
It is true that in many hands the 
flute. aquires a hard, cold brilliancy, 
with the notes pelting down like 
snowflakes, and that its unrivalled 
agility too often leads the virtuoso 
into the temptation of emphasizing 
technique at the expense of meaning. 
This is likewise true of many colora- 
tura vocalists, who grow to believe 
that roulades and trills are the end 
of singing. 

Displayed Great Power. 

Barrere displayed an —- executive 
power over his instrument so 
polished and finished that it would 
seem technical skill could go no far- 
ther. But it was not this which, in 
the universal opinion of the audience 
made his playing an event in their 
experience. It was the ravishing 
Sweetness of tone that breathed from 
his flute, and the poetic sensibility 
with which the mellifluous sound 
was warmed and animated. Such 
softness and smoothness, such purity 
and silver luster of tone, rarely fall 
upon the ears; and the heart is sel- 
dom touched as it was by the affect- | 
ing expression which Barrere won 
from his instrument. 

Charming Group of Solos. 

He appeared as a member of the Trio 
de Lutece, a famous chamber music or- 
ganization, the others being Carlos Sal- 
zedo, harpist, and Paul Kefer, violoncel- 
list. In addition to many ensemble num- 
bers, Barrere had a group of flute solos 
—a delicious “Serenade” by Hue, the 
captivating minuet from Bizet’s inci- 
dental music to Daudet’s drama, “L’Ar- 
and a scintillant ‘‘Allegretto”’ 
by Godard. 

Charming were the effects in tone- 
coloring obtained by the novel com bina- 
tion of flute, harp and violoncello. Bar- 
rere’s companions were worthy of him- 
self, Kefer drawing a ringing and man- 
ly tone from his instrument, and Sal- 
zedo proving a rare virtuoso of the 
harp. He is also an admirable pianist, 
as Was shown in his accompaniments for 
Barrere’s solos. In interpretation, the 
three seemed as if inspired by a single 
soul, so perfectly did they accord in ev- 
ery delicate shading of tempo and dy- 
namics. Their best liked numbers were 
Leclair’s “Sonate a Trois,” ‘‘Dorienne,”’ 
by Mouquet, and the “Dolly Suite,’’ by 
Faure. As one of the numerous encores, 
Kefer and Salzedo played entrancingly 
Saint-Saens ‘“‘Le Cygne.” 

The Apollo Club, an organization of 8) 
male. voices, gave its second concert or 
its twenty-third Season, under the di- 
rection of Charles Galloway. As one is 
accustomed to expect, the chorus showed 
the effects of careful drilling and de- 
voted industry. Its singing of Gol- 
beck’s ““Three Fishers,’’ was, in. dramtic 
power, without doubt one of the finest 
things the club ever accomplished. But 
at times the results Were not so happy. 
For instance, in a “Serenade’’ by A. | 
Kroegel, Director Galloway, with his 
apparent passion for extremes, exacted 
a pianissimo so soft that it was scarecly 
audible a few rows of seats away from 
the stage.
